Norwood Fails the People 


I 


N his present attitude towards the collection of back taxes 
for the state "of Arkansas, Attorney-General Hal Norwood 


not proving worthy of the trust the people of the common- 
wealth have imposed upon him. Instead of handling back tax 
suits in his own office, Mr. Norwood has sat by and con- 
sented to the payment by the state of exorbitant fees to out- 
Ki'de attorneys fo rthe collection of back taxes. In many in- 
stances the collection of such taxes requires nothing more 
than the formality of filing the papers in court. Especially 
is this the procedure in collecting the back taxes from cer- 
tain oil companies operating in the South Arkansas district. 
Attorneys of the oil companies recently met with state legal 
representatives and agreed to a certain ratio of assessment 
on which they would pay back taxes for the years in the 
early development of the Arkansas oil fields, when oil com- 
panies and numerous individuals did not assess producting 
oil leases and royalties at anywhern near thoir value, while 
in many instances, no assessment was made- at all. 


For the state of Arkansas to pay outside attorneys' fees, 


running as high as 20 per cent in cases involving $60,000 and 
more in back taxes from a single oil company, when getting 
the money only requires the formality of filing papers in 
court, asking for a judgment, previously agreed upon be- 
twten the state and oil companies, is certainly nothing short 
of a huge graft upon the good people of Arkansas. 


Even though the statute permits tho employment of 


special attorneys in back tax suits, General Norwood failed 
the people of Arkansas miserably when he refused to have 
his office file the papers in the back ta xsuits against the 
oil companies which are not being contested, and thus save 
the state $100,000 or more it will pay in needless attorney 
fees. 


In these days when the people of Arkansas are he- 


ginning to look for facts and figures as to the wherefrorn and 
wherego of taxes collected, General Norwood will, no doubt 
be called upon for his failure to serve the people between 
now and next August.—Morrilton Democrat.
